Trial Of 13 In Egypt 


Egyptian Embassy, 


D.C. 


Many different views have recently been 
circulated concerning the trial of 13 Jews 
charged with espionage in Cairo. Some of 
these views have been published in U.S. 

newspapers. Besides being a very distur- 
bing interruption to the normal course of 
justice, these views are unfortunately 

misleading some intelligent people in this 

country. In the light of the preceding, the 
Egyptian Embassy wishes to clarify the 
situation for the benefit of those who are 
interested in being accurately informed. 


The 13 Jews, eleven of which are Egyptian 
citizens were arrested in Egyptian territory. 
Thorough investigation supplied satisfactory 
grounds for their indictment and trial for 
alleged Zionist espionage. Spie’s equipment 
was found in the possession of some of. the 
defendants; others were actually arrested at 
the scene of destructive activities. They con- 
fessed that they received wireless apparatus 
systems, money and instructions from Israel 
for the purpose of espionage. They also 
confessed that they attempted to destroy 
the post office, theatres, and some foreign 
establishments, including the library of the 
United States Embassy, for the purpose of 
injuring the reputation of Egypt’s govern- 
ment, and of handicapping the Anglo-Egypt- 
jan negotiations which were being carried 
out at the time. They tried to create dis- 
turbances and to instigate riots. These con- 
fessions provided substantial proof that all 
their activities were planned and financed, 
and instructions for their acts were issued

asked for a speedy trial, but Judge Gibson 
whom she had exposed as associating with 
Communists did not dare give her a trial, but 
he must silence her publication. He must have 
her pronounced insane. However, people in the 
Court room spoke out that if she is insane, so 
are we all. 

In this insane asylum, a state institution 
subject to political pressure, two psychi- 
atrists pronounced Lucille Miller insane and 
advised a brain operation. After three weeks 
incarceration in this bug house in Brattle- 
boro, Judge Gibson and his Washington 
Marxist advisors felt that sufficient ground- 
work had been laid to justify sending her to 
the St. Elizabeth Mental Hospital in Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

On May 3, MENTAL HEALTH WEEK in 
Vermont, forty armed State Troopers led by a 
United States Marshal using tear gas guns, fired 
through the windows such a volume of gas that 
Mr. & Mrs. Miller were forced to surrender on 
their second floor porch, Lucille Miller uncon. 
scious. Lucille Miller’s aged Mother crouched in 
the woods all night. 

They forcibly placed her on an airplane in 
Vermont and took her to Washington where 
they locked her in St. Elizabeth’s Federal Mental 
Hospital. 

So for nearly two months she was locked 
up with mental degenerates, lunatics and 
what have you..A letter slipped out to West- 
brook Pegler (which Common Sense intends

Behind the propaganda tidal wave which 
swept the Salk polio vaccine into the White 
House and apparently government control 
(with little resistance from Congress or 
even the medical associations) comes an- 
other tidal wave, this one for mental health 
laws which seem deliberately shaped for 
use In intimidating political opponents. 


The second wave, slapping the public be- 
fore they have time to shake their heads 
and orient themselves from the former, is 
of even greater magnitude than I realized 
when I wrote the warning about it in the 
May issue of the Summary. 


Reports have come in showing tha 
New Deal power machine has Sica 
dangerous mental health bills in prepara- 
tion or pending in several state legislatures. 

All these bills of which I have any know- 
ledge reveal certain characteristics in com- 
mon: (1) They presume that the state has 
the right and duty to take over an indi- 
vidual, just because he gives evidence of 
mental disturbance; (2) They would enable 
law enforcement officers (and in one state 
privately appointed hospital attendants) to 
seize a citizen on mere reports of eccen- 
tricities; and (3) these ills would allow a 
citizen tobe thrown into an insane aslyum 
without process of court. 


It is hard to believe that anyone would 
even propose such a law; but the bills are 
in plain English. 

Lucille Miller Shown Sane 


Glancing backward, it seems likely that 
the Marxists who evidently have carefully 
planned these various state campaigns and 
who recently have redoubled the news- 
paper and networks hokum about mentally 
sick people, must have intended the seizure 
of Lucille Miller, Vermont anti-Communist 
as the kick-off of their drive. Having ob. 
served the technique of the immigrant 
Marxists, especially the gifted Zionists, for 
a dozen years, I can see how they might 
have expected to make a big newspaper 
splurge about the “mentally sick” Mrs. 
Miller, who had to be put in an insane as- 
ylum — just a batty super patriot using 
anti-Communism as a cover for anti-Sem- 
itism (if I may take words out of the Com- 
munist Daily Worker). 

Fortunately, the Millers put up a fight, 
a real fight with a sure-nuff Green Moun- 
tain rifle, until a U. S. Marshal squelched 
them with tear gas. The Miller case has 
boomeranged to strengthen the opposition 
to laws which make it still easier for the 
government to seize a citizen and put him 
in a nut house without adequate justifica- 
tion or due process of court. 

There is now not the slightest reason for 
belief that Lucille Miller was insane; she 
has made a fool of the Communist-fronter

Dr. John M. Grimes of Chicago; one of Amer- 
ica’s foremost psychiatrists, says: “it is one of 
the most difficult hospitals in the world which 
to liberate unjustly committed mental patients.” 

This must be so for, Esra Pound, American 
born Poet, under indictment for advocating 
United States stay out of war, was arrested in 
Genoa, Italy, May 5, 1945, brought back to 
United States and placed in same hospital where 
he has been these ten years. He: was denied a 
trial and learned people, who visit him, say he 
is aS sane as they are. 

Lucille Miller stated “I pleaded*not guilty and 
demanded speedy and public trial by jury, on 
the basis of the charges. The United. States At- 
torney then made the motion which was ac- 
cepted by the Court that my sahity should be 
tested before my Constitutional Rights to a trial 
should be granted.” 

Article VI of the Bill of Rights: of the United 
States Constitution says: In all ¢riminal prose- 
cutions, the accused shall enjoy fhe right to a 
speedy and public trial. Does the reader see 
the ear-marks of Communism inthe efforts to 
stop this Patriot who used the “printed word” 
to expose Alger Hiss, Owen Lattimore, John 
Abt, Lee Pressman and other réds? 

The Anti-Defamation League [Jewish Gestapo] 
boasted that they had clipped hér wings some 
time before.

railroaded her to St. Elizabeth’s hospital. 
A letter published on page 1 of the Santa 
Ana Register, written by Mrs. Miller, is 
coherent and skillfully written, like other 
of her letters. 

Furthermore, a carefully prepared re- 
port by a prominent citizen, head of a 
national organization of excellent repute, 
who visited Mrs. Miller to find out the facts 
for herself and organization, leaves no 
doubt that this is purely a case of -political 
persecution by a Communist-aiding Judge 
whom Mrs. Miller had repeatedly critised 
and exposed — and who refused to dis- 
qualify himself. 

I feel that this case has so much bearing 
on the nation-wide drive for mental health 
laws that I must quote a few lines from 
the report (which a friend has shown me): 

“She (Mrs. Miller and husband) printed 
a small anti-Communist mimeographed 
sheet they called Green Moutain Rifleman 

“In any case, Mrs. Miller wants to be 
tried on the indictment (for having urged 
young men to refuse to be drafted and thus 
get into court a test case of the Constitu- 
tionality of the draft law — RHW) which 
for obvious reasons, on so touchy a subject, 
the government has apparently no idea’ of 
bringing to trial . . . There is great ques- 
tion as to the Constitutionality (of the 
draft act). 

“Mrs. Miller stated that she did not in- 
cite young men not to serve in the Army, 
but that she counseled some of them and

their parents to bring test suits .. . If this 
is what she did, then she was well within 
her Constitutional rights. She stated that 
she believes in a volunteer army (the Mc- 
Arthur plan — RHW). 4 

“The issue that concerns us is not Mrs. 
Miller herself but the dangerous precedent 
her case establishes, if not challenged. Mrs. 
Miller pleaded not guilty and chose to de- 
fend herself. She made an excellent state- 
ment to the court. It was lucid and to her 
credit .. (But the Judge prevented trial by 
declaring her insane and remanding her to 
the Attorney General of the United States, 
under Sec. 426 of the U. S. Code—RHW). 

“Mrs. Miller is thus incarcerated in Ward 
8 of St. Elizabeth’s Federal Hospital for the 
insane at Washington, D. C. This is the 
most violent ward of the Women’s Receiv- 
ing Building. Here are housed prostitutes, 
murderesses, black and white, confirmed 
bed-wetters, floor defilers, screamers, sex 
maniacs. Brawls take place daily. This is 
the quiet’ retreat to which she is committed 
for cure, because her home environment is 
alleged to be too unsettled and stimulating 
for her! 


“Further, we are interested in the two 
psychiatrists who said she was insane des- 
cribing her condition as maniac depressive 
reaction, manic type’. This is, they report 
(U. S. of A. v. Lucille Miller: STATEMENT 
OF THE CASE’ (a condition) in which 
there is a disturbance of the moods of the 
patient, and the manic type is the type of 
mood change in which the patient goes into 
a state of elation, exaltation; in which they 
are overactive; in which their judgment is 
disturbed; they are free, on the whole — 
rather free with their mood. They feel 
somewhat better than usual, but at the 
same time are apt to be very irritable and 
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easily angered -particularly if people don,t 
agree with them and if they are not per- 
mitted to do things they want to do.’ ” 

The psychiatrists said such cases could 
be. satisfactorily treated usually in a few 
weeks if put in a quiet environment! 

I consider it important for every Am- 
erican to read carefully the testimony above 
quoted from the two psychiatrists who con- 
demned this anti-New Deal, anti-Commu- 
nist, anti-Zionist patriot to an insane asy- 
lum. No human being worth his salt but 
has such emotional ups and downs as. des- 
cribed by the two psychiatrists. 

It is a question of degree; insanity must 
be shown by overt acts. 

Mrs. Miller’s home town family doctor, J. 
Crawford Russell, told the Chicago Tribune 
(see Issue of May 6, 1955), “I have been 
their family physician for 10 years ... She 
has caused no disturbance in the _ neigh- 
borhood. She is not a gossiper, nor has she 
displayed. any violent tendencies against 
anyone. She was quite capable of taking 
care of herself and her family.” 

Note that not a single instance was pre- 
sented of violence or threat of violence; not 
a one of her neighbors testified against her 
or questioned her mental soundness. In fact, 
her neighbors in the small community of 
Bethel (where everybody knows everybody 
else’s private life) stood solidly behind her 
and are working toward or asking for her 
release. 

I have reported this fantastic case some- 
what in detail because it is the living 
waring to political dissenters who attack 
the Communist fronters and New Dealers. 

It is a warning that we had better look 
carefully into the rash of mental health 
laws pending in our state legislatures. 

The San Antonio Express reported Feb- 
ruary 24: 

“A House committee Wednesday night 
approved a proposed constitutional amend- 
ment to permit waiving jury trials for per- 
sons committed to state mental hospitals. 
The amendment . . . would authorize the 
legislature to set up new laws on com- 
mitments.” 

Since receiving this clipping I have not 
time to check in Texas on the status of the 
proposal, but as a constitutional amendment 
it could not have become effective this 
soon. Texans take note. This is just an- 
other way of nullifying the right of trial 
by jury guaranteed by the Constitution of 
the United States. 

An Oklahoma subscriber, prominent in 
social work sends me a copy of a form 
letter dated May 7 sent out by the Okla- 
homa Association far Mental Health (“Di- 
vision of National Association for Mental 
Health”), which appeals for support of a 
bill to amend the Oklahoma 1953 Mental 
Health Act so that an “alleged mentally ill 
person need only be given notice of hearing 
‘one day prior to said hearing’.” 

One might ask why the rush? It is com- 
mon practice throughout all nations which 
boast of traditional Anglo-Saxon justice 
that the accused be given time to get an 
attorney and to prepare his defense. 

Rabbi Krohn, leader of the mental health 


' drive in Arizona, has revealed an exceeding- 


ly dangerous plan for that state. 


The most vicious of the proposed bills 
so far noted is that pending before the 
California legislature, driven hard by Marx- 
ist minority leaders, notably in Los Angeles, 
and certain of their underlings in the legis- 


lature. The bill is gathering considerable 


support among the growing number of 
demagogues in both Houses of the legisla- 
ture. 


This bill is so worded that anyone who 
is socially out of step, anyone who is ec- 
centric, anyone of whom a neighbor files 
a complaint alleging eccentricities or mal- 
adjustment, can be taken to a mental hos- 
pital by law enforcement officers or by 
certain appointed hospital attendants with 
out process of court. Fantastic but true, 
and its backers, who are Marxist revolu- 
tionaries and Communist fronters, have a 
dangerously sweet coating for this deadly 


desirable publicity to the patient. Our do- 
gooders fall readily for such hogwash... . 
The sponsors word their proposals thus: 

“(1). Creation of a 90-day observation 
period for Involuntary admission mental 
cases, who could enter a public institution 
without the necessity and stigma of a form- 
al commitment. 

(2). Use of institution attendants to 
transport patients to hospitals instead of 
police or deputy sheriffs in order to remove 
the stigma of ‘criminality’. 

(3). Removal of much of the ‘red tape’ 
in the form of court appearances and hear- 
ings on commitments and financial 


matters.” 
Read it again, you eccentric anti-Com- 


munists, you hate mongers and_ super- 
patriots who want to salvage the Con- 
stitution and foment trouble against the 
kindly Communists and Zionists. You are 
the object of compassion of the framers of 
this bill, for they certainly do not need it 
for persons who are really criminally in- 
sane; there is never any difficulty in taking 
care of them. 

This bill is designed purely and simply to 
enable some misguided and badly used enforce- 
ment officers and appointees of certain mental 
hospitals [perhaps those under mental health 
leaders?] to seize a troublesome anti-Communist, 
such as Lucille Miller, smearing the “patient” as 
an anti-Semite and “therefore” insane. 


We see the fact in the case of Mrs. Miller; 
but we need not say the Marxist revolutionaries 
did not warn us. I quote again the warning I 
quoted in the May issue, taken from the Amer- 
ican Hebrew of March 1, 1946 [perhaps in your 
public library]. It is from a sermon printed in 
full in that magazine, preached by Rabbi Leon 
Spitz to his flock: 

“We must fill our insane asylums with anti- 
Semitic lunatics . . . We must harass and per- 
secute our Jew-baiters to the extreme limits of 
the laws. We must humble and shame our anti- 
Semitic hoodlums to such an extent that none 
will wish or dare to become [their] ‘fellow 


travelers’. 

If you criticize the Jewish power movements 
of Communism and political Zionism [political, 
as distinguished from the Zionism of the Jew- 
ish religion], you are an anti-Semite.and must 
be discredited as insane so your fellow Ameri- 
cans will not heed your warning.against the 
revolution. 


To Destroy Will of Children 

The rabbi’s statement was frank enough. Here 
is one from the eminent “New Dealer” Bert- 
rand Russell [The Impact of Science on Society, 
1953] [quoted here from a recent paper by Dr. 
L. A. Alesen, past president of the,,California 
Medical Association, warning against: the mental 
health bill afore cited]. This quotation relates 
to the drive for “mental health” education and 
public and privately financed psychiatric clinics 

“Fitche laid it down that education should aim 
at destroying free will, so that after pupils 
have left school, they shall be incapable .. . 
throughohut the. rest of their lives, of thinking 
or acting otherwise than as their schoolmasters 
would have wished . . . failures are not likely 
to occur where there is dictatorship. Diet, in 
jections and injunctions will combine from a 
very early age to produce the sort of character 
and the sort of beliefs that the authorities con- 
sider desirable and any serious criticism of the

powers that be, will become psychologically im- 
possible. Even if all are miserable, all will be- 
lieve themselves happy, because the government 
will tell them that they are so.” 

To the kindly disposed, naive American who 
does not believe that the Marxists are deliber- 
ately working up to a mental health dictator- 
ship that would inject brain softening sedatives 
into our children — here is the word in plain 
English from one of the foremost spokesmen of 
the Marxists revolutionaries. 


The truth is, our children and our people 
enjoy amazingly good mental health, and the 
only danger is that the agents infiltrating our 
schools, churches and legislatures, radio and 
other propaganda fields, will make our youths 
worry themselves sick fearing there is some- 
thing wrong with them, or will destroy their 
will with injections. 


The mental health drive is breaking out in 
nearly every state and it has the fabulous 
financial backing of the Ford Foundation. 

The federal government is being used against 
us in the mental health drive, and actually is 
working with one of the most powerful Com- 
munist propaganda publishing projects in Am- 
erica, and with its Communist editor. 


The Public Affairs Pamphlets, edited by Max- 
well S. Stewart, who was an editor of a 
Communist organ in Moscow, put out an issue 
[No. 196] in 1953, entitled Mental Health — 
Everybody’s Business, with this introductory 
statement: 

“This pamphlet has been written with the co- 
operation of the National Association for Men- 
tal Health and the National Institute of Mental 
Health, Public Health Service, U. S. Department 
of Health Education and Welfare.” 

The official report [Appendix IX] of the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities lists 
Stewart 52 times in connection with Communism 
and Communist front activities. The Public Af- 
fairs Pamphlets are intimately interlocked with 
the Zionist Anti-Defamation League and Com- 
munist front moves. 

The President is to be used more and more 
to make propaganda for terrorist mental 
health laws. Several bills have been introduced 
in Congress [notably S. 794 and S. 848] by 
notorious Marxists, to set up a “President’s 
Commission on Mental Health” to be appointed 
by the President. 

We are being swept into dangerous legal in- 
tricacies by the well organized Marxist machine. 
It would be wise for you to look into the mental 
health code of your state and any pending 
mental health bills. 

In studying these codes and bills what must 
be the guiding principles? 

It is never the right or responsibility of the 
government, city, county, state or federal, to 
interfere where a member of your family is 
or is not eccentric or crazy, unless that person 
reveals criminal tendencies of such a nature as 
to leave doubt that the family can and will pro- 
vide protection of life and property. 

To state the case again: The mentally sick, 
like the physically sick, are exclusively the re- 
sponsibility of the family and its private phy- 
sicians, unless and until the patient becomes 
violent, destroying or threatening life or 
property. 

With the age-old American principle in mind, 
you probably will find that not a single clause 
in the mental health laws of your state [other 
than those concerning purely civil cases, such 
as for fixing legal responsibility] is justified. 
The ordinary criminal laws and police codes are 
adequate. 

Why not hammer home this fact among the 
legislators and leading citizens of your state?

In ALBEMARLE COUNTY, Va., 212 
years ago, was born the man who wrote 
that thundering and immortal notice to all 
tyrants which begins: 

“When in the course of human events it 
becomes necessary for one people td dis- 
solve the political bands which have con- 
nected them with another,’’ and continues 
“we hold these truths to be self-evident — 
that all men are created equal; that they 
are endowed by their Creator with certain 
inalienable rights; that among these are 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness.” 

History acknowledges that Thomas Jef- 
ferson gave to the world more broad prin- 
ciples of government than any other man. 

Certainly he gave America the: clearest, 
most éloquent, and in his time the most 
revolutionary statement of freedom ever 
written — our Declaration of Independence. 

Born to a wealthy and aristocratic fam- 
ily in the Old Dominion, Jefferson was 
from boyhood a champion of freedom. 
When a mere lad he had engraved on a 
seal his personal motto: ‘Resistance to 
tyrants is obedience to God.” 

From his papers and letters we cite some 
utterances of particular interest to Ameri- 
cans today: 

“Our citizens [should] rally firmly and 
in close bands round their Constitution. 
Never to suffer an iota of it to be infring- 
ed. To inculcate on minorities the duty of 
acquiescence in the will of the majority; 
and on majorities a respect for the rights 
of the minority. To beware of a military 
force, even of citizens; and to beware of 
too much confidence in any man.” 

ON FREEDOM OF THE PRESS: “Were 
it left to me to decide whether we should 
have government without newspapers, or 


newspapers without government, I should 
not hesitate a moment to prefer the latter,” 


ON PUBLIC OFFICE: “When a man 
assumes a public trust, he should consider 
himself as public property.” 

ON THE ORIGIN: OF LIBERTY: “The 
God who gave us life gave us liberty at the 
same time.” 

ON FITNESS FOR OFFICE: “Of the 
various executive abilities, no one excited 
more anxious concern than that of placing 
the interests of our fellow-citizens in the 
hands of honest men, with understanding 
sufficient for their stations.” 


Where Is The Law 
Of Freedom? 


This law is under the Criminal Code of 
the United States [Title 18, Sec. 51] pro- 
vides. 

“If two or more persons conspire to in- 
jure, oppress, threaten or intimidate any 
citizen in the free exercise and enjoyment 
of any right or privilege secured to him by 
the Constitution of the United States, or 
because of his having exercised the same, 
. . . they shall be fined not more than 
$5,000 and imprisoned not more than ten 
years,and shall, moreover, be ineligible to 
any office or place of honor, profit, or trust 
created by the Constitution or the laws of 
the United States.” This was enacted March 
4th, 1909.

It takes a whole generation 
to make the change -over like the one you talked 
about. Change their thinking before 1956! You 
are either crazy or an optimist. People don’t 
change that quick. There is only one way, and 
that is to produce a fait accompli.

“Look at that fellow in Japan” they say. “Now 
the Eisenhower Image wants Communists to 
travel freely” and “now the Eisenhower Image 
has changed our historic passport rules.” They'll 
make something out of it if you give them half 
a chance. “The Eisenhower thinking now insists 
on breaking down the USA traditional immigra- 
tion rules!” What’s tradition? 

You shouldn’t open a loophole for them to 
throw this at you. Take the initiative Len. By- 
pass all this. What you need now is full steam 
ahead. Victory can only be won by calling it the 
Eisenhower Party and dropping the debunked 
word Republican. Sure it’s unpopular! You found 
it out, didn’t you? W-e-l-l! The people now can’t 
stand that word Republican. It’s obsolete. You 
know it, and they know it..So drop it. Call it 
The Eisenhower party and win. 

Remember me Len? The “Old Idea department” 
you used to call me when we were boys together. 
You're on the right track. If I can help you stay 
in the groove it’s all I ask, so the Eisenhower 
Party can come through in ‘56.

Trial In Egypt

by the government of Israel. The defendants 
have never been tortured or subjected to 
confession by force. It is now up to the 
court to determine whether they are guilty 
or not. The trial is public. Some foreign dip- 
lomats and observers, as well as newspaper- 
men, including.the foreign correspondents 
are attending the sessions. When the pros- 
ecution demanded secret hearings last week, 
the court refused, announcing that all hear- 
ings would be open to the public. Relatives 
and friends of the defendants are regular 
attendants. The court also delegated a dist- 
inguished lawyer as defense attorney for 
every defendant, in addition to their own 
lawyers. During the entire trial, the court 
has shown complete readiness to provide 
all possible guarantees for the interests of 
the defendants. 


According to international law and conven- 
tions, justice in every countiy must be given 
the right to take its course. Any attempt 
to discredit the respect for law and justice, 
or any attempt to cast doubt upon them is 
a violation of international conventions and 
a betrayal of the basic spiritual institutions 
of man. Egypt, throughout her long history 
has preserved admirable tolerance and har- 
mony among her various religious sects. 
There has been no sign of racial or religious 
discrimination among her people. Now, the 
13 persons who are on trial stand before the 
court not as Jews, but as Egyptians and res- 
idents of the country, and therefore subject 
to Egyptian law. The fact that they profess 
the Jewish faith is a mere coincidence, and 
has no bearing on the legal procedure. The 
circumstance of their religion should not be 
exploited by certain elements. 


Since the palestine War, the Hakham 
[Grand Rabbi] of Egypt has, on several 
occasions, stressed the fact that the freedom 
of Jews as citizens of Egypt has never been 
affected by political considerations. His lat- 
est statement, made November 11, 1954 says 
“The Jews of Egypt are not the object of 
any racial discrimination. In my capacity as 
spiritual chief of the Jewish communities of 
Egypt, and in perfect accord with the mem- 
bers of the Councils of these communities- 
who are persons known for their activities 
in intellectual, financial, industrial and com- 
mercial affairs of the country - it is my duty 
to declare that no discrimination exists 
against our communities. On the contrary, 
and above all, under the new regime, the 
authorities of the country have manifested 
on many occasions their sympathy for Jud- 
aism in Egypt. 


COMMUNISTS IN GERMAN UNIONS

The General German Trade union [Deutsche 
Gewerkschaftsbund] always led by leftist 
elements, has never openly said, how many of 
its bosses and leading men are Communists. 
But the Communists themselves openly boast 
that they are gaining influence in that gigantic 
Labour Organization, controlling practically all 
Western German Economy. Communist infil- 
tration has become a burning danger for the 
defense of the West. 

_ So 42 of the 61 newly elected representatives 
of the Industrial Trade Union Metal at Remsc- 
heid are communists. In Warne-Eickel in the 
center of “the important Ruhr-Area, the 
presidents of the Industrial Trade Union Metal 
and the Industrial Trade Union Construction 
organizations are members of the Communist 
Party. In Dusseldorf the district leader and the 
local leader of the Industrial Trade Union con- 
struction group are “hell-Red”, extremely danger- 
ous commies. The communist local boss of the 
Miners Trade Union in Gelsenkirchen Buer, the 
greatest coal field of the Ruhr, is another 
security threat. He controls 33,000 miners and 
by a word from him a strike can paralyse the 
whole coal industry. 

If Germany receives loans from the U.S. then 
America should insist that the Western German 
government remove these dangerous communist 
infiltrators from these trade unions. The Ameri- 
can people remember well how China went down ~ 
the river for coddling commies and their friends,
